Ft, Lauderdale, Fla., ‘Jan, 17, '29 -This is my birthday. On January 
17, 1847, I was born in 3edford county, -Tenn, I beliéve I will give 
the Herald readers a little history of mv-branch of the family. 
P ‘My father, Thomas Dryden, was born in 2ockbridge-county, Va., in 
the year 1796. From the beginning of his life to January 17th, 1929- 
my 82nd birthday-makes a.span of 132 years of continued life. of father 
- and son, If we take the years of our lives separately, to him 67, to 
me 82, gives us the sum of 149 years of life. : 

But.I-am not the only son of this father, He was the father of 
eight sons and five dauchters, the writer being the eighth son’ and 
twelfth child. Yes, there were thirteen children born to Thomas Dry- 
den. Two daughters died in early childhood; two-sons lost their 

_ lives in the Civil war, and one daughter died when young. That 
‘leaves six sons and two daughters to be considered: in this list. 

All these eight sons and five daughters were born in Bedford 
county, Tenn, While quite voung men the older ones moved to the State 
of Illinois, and lived there the remainder of their lives, leaving 
three younrer' boys and the two daughters in Tennessee. 

James C. Dryden, eldest of the family, lived to be 94; Joe W. 
lived to be 86; lirs. Hargaret White lived to be 85; David lived to 
be 75; Lewis was 77, and Thomas =. 71. D.ii. today is 82, and liiss 
Hllen is near 80, his: sives:650 years as the sum of their lives, an 
average for the eight of a littlé more than 81 years.

On iiovember 15, 1817 Alexander McCorkle of Lincoln County, Tenn- 
essee sold some land in his father's estate in ».C. (Rowan Co., N.C. 
Deed Sook 24 p. 487), ‘ 


He was a son of Alexander licCorkle (1722-1800) and Aenes (Mont- 
gomery) McCorkle (1725/26-1789), who had been born in northern Ireland 
and were brousht by their parents to Pennsvlvania ca 1730. They were 
married ca .1745. in the area of Paxtang (Harrisburr) Pennsylvania; and 
they settled in Rowan County, N.C. ca 1755. 


; ‘Alexander jr. was born ca 1752, probably in Pennsylvania, and grew 
to adulthood on-the family farm a few miles west of the present site 

of Salisbury, N.C, He married Gatharine Morrison, a daughter of James 
Morrison of Rowan County, N.C., whose will of 1779 mentions among his 
heirs,'my son-in-law Alexander McCorkle.” 
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Young Alexander served "in an Expedition against the Cherokee 
Indians in the year 1776" according to.a certificate of payment. 
(N.C, Archives, Revolutionary Army Accounts, Vol. VIII, p. 72), and 
there is other evidence of his service in N.C, troops during the War 
of Independence. He settled down in Rowan Co. after that war and 
appears there in-the 1790,1800 and 1810 censuses. 


He moved to Lincoln Co., Tenn. about 1815 and appears in the 1820 
census there, Hut he did not stay lony. The 1830 census shows him 
in Henry Co., Tenn., where he died in 1833. 


His known children were;, Mary,.died in infancy; James Morrison, 
died in infancy; Alexander Jr \%* who appears in 1849 census of Lincoln 
Co, and 1830 census of Henry Co., Tenn.; James He} who also anpears in 
the 1820 census of Lincoln and the 1830 cenuis of Henry Cos, but was 
described as dead in his father's will of 1832; Lewis%who married 
Agnes "Nancy" Cowan in 1815 in Rowan Co., N.C. and who appears in 
1820 census of Lincoln Co., Tenn. and 1830 census of Henry Co., Tenn.;3 
Samuel, an attorney, who settled in Henry Co. ca 1822; agnes "Nancy", 
who married Andrews and possibly Marley, too; and Catharine, an 
unmarried daughter in the 1832 will of her father. ‘

Wiiliam Rutledge was a Liertenant’ in the 
War of 1776. He died between this date and 1780. William Rutledse 
was (French)," 


Our Rutledse family came to Tennessee from Surry County, N.C. In 
this generation there were four brothers: .John, James, Isaac, and 
Joel. In N.C, thesebrothers had landholdinzs on Deep Creek where it 
flows into the Yadkin River. This area, originally in Surry Co., is 
now in Yadkin Co, All fovr brothers came to Tenn, »vetween 1800 and 
1825 and settled in Lincoln Co., TW. 

Our ancestor, Isaac Rutledre, settled in Lincoln Co. on Wabash 
Creek, in 1824, Though there are indications that he came to Tenn. 
prior to this date, perhaps to visit his brothers, it was on this 
date he brought his wife, Ruth Steelman, and family. Isaac Rutledre 
was born about 1775 and died apout 1836. 

The family Isaac Rutledse brousht from N. Cc. numbered seven 
children - four boys and three girls. All but one married and 
raised families in Lincoln Co,, TN, and are responsible for the 
many related. families of which we have heard our parents and 
grandparents speak, They are as follows: 


(1, Charles Rutledge was born ahovt 1810; died 4/17/1829; married 
Rébecca Ann Reeves. Not much is known about Charles Rutledre 
because both he and his wife died very youne, Lincoln Co. 
records show that he was a farmer, and that he also had a job 
with the county in charree of road repairs for a certain section 
of road. -Records show that he died intestate and that Rebecca 
A, Rutledge (widow), Benjamin Rieves and Willie Jones were 
appointed administrators. ; 

Their daughter, Ruth Ann Rutledge, was raised by Isaac 
Rutledze and shared equally in his estate with her aunts and 
uncles. Isaac Rutledge's will and Lincoln Co. records list 
her name as Rebecca Ann or. Ann Rebecca, however, her descendants 
and a published genealogy, Wilcoxon and Allied Families by 
Dorothy Ford Wulfeck, give her name as Ruth Ann. Ruth Ann

Rutledze and her husband, Willis Hopwood Holman, also died at a 
young age leaving a family of very young children, Henry Kelso 
Holman was reared in the home of Samuel Rutledge, Willis Franklin 
Holman in the home of Isaac Rutledge, Jr., Charles Hopwood Holman in 
the home of. Thomas B, Yeates. Ruth ann Rutledse was Willis H. Hol- 
man's second wife, There were several children by his first marriage 
to Jane Rochester Moore.

Mark Whitaker was prominent 
around the Mulberry community in Lincoln Co., being a farmer and 
larze landholder, There are many references to him in Lincoln 
Co. records indicating land purchases, guardianships, estate 
administrations, etc. Mark Whitaker, through his mother, was 
related to Daniel Boone, The family was Primitive Baptist and 
belonged to Mt, Moriah Church, 


3. George Rutledge born 1814; died about 1868; bachelor. From an 
old letter I have in my possession there are indications that he 
was in the Civil War. It also appears that he lived in the old 
Isaac Rutledze home on Wabash Creek and died shortly after the 
war, This is borne out by the fact that he does not appear in 
the 1870 census records of Lincoln Co. Records also show that 
his guardianshiv was assigned to Isaac Rutledge, Jr., Samuel 
Rutledge and 1.B, Yeates because of unsound mind in 1868, 


4, Mary Ann Rutledge born 2/4/1816; died 10/16/1885; married 
Thomas Buchanan Yeates. I do not know much about Mary ann 
Rutledge. Again, from a photocranh I have seen she appears to 
have been a rather large woman of medium height. This family 
was Primitive Bantist and hbelonrsed to Mt, Moriah Church were 
Mr. Yeates was church clerk from 1865 to 1878. At this time he 
and his family except for three daughters, America Jane; Amanda 
Frances and Lavonia Olivia, moved to Mansfield, Texas. 


5. Rebecca Rutleédve born 1613; died 11/23/1289; married Henry Kel- 
so. From photosraphs I have seen, was similar in build to her 
Sisters, Other than the photorraphs I have found no one, who 
could tell much about her. Henry Kelso was a farmer and land-- 
holder in the vicinity of Mulberry, TN. From the records of 
Mt. Moriah Church, it annears he was a member in good standing 
from 1843 until his death. 


6, Isaac Rutledge, Jr, was born 9/1/1519; died 8/3/1886; married 
(1) Martha J, Wagoner (2) Rebecca A. Buchanan. A bibliography 
of Isaac Rutledge, Jr. appears in History of Tenn., 1086, which 
tells us something of the men and his forbears, I quote as 
follows: 












"Isaac Rutledge, farmer of the 5th District, is.a native 
of N.C., born in 1819, son of Isaac and Ruth (Steelman) Rutledge.

Dear Frien¢e’, 
I write a few lines to vov, in commliance with my nromise, hut 
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am sorry that my letter cannot be interesting, In the first place 

I must give- you an account of my own bad luck, and then I will give 
ao a partial, but Faithful account of Texas, so far as I have seen 
Lbs ‘ 

ms While traveline through arkansas, my son Alexander took the 
Cholera of which he died on the 17th of November beine sick with it 
about two days and nights. Troubles seldom come singly. On the 
day that we buried him my wife took the fever, We travelled a few 
days and she got worse,.and I stopped and sot her. in a house, where 
she died on the 6th day of Decemher, of fever and inflammation in the 
head. Thus have I had the bad lot from July to December to follow 
my wife and my two oldest sons to their praves, one murdered hy a 
villain in Lincoln Co, and he turned loose to kill as many more as 
he please, with a plenty of friends to swear him clear. - I travel- 
led through the northwest corner of Louvisana, and the first county I 
visited in Texas was Panola, which with ail the eastern part of Texas 
I found generally of a light sandy soil, easily cultivated, and 
produces well, when they have a seasonable year, nut drought, they 
informed me, cuts the crops short. This eastern part of Texas is 
generally well timbered with pine and other timber, tolerably well 
watered, range not so good for cattle as farther west where the 
prairies set in, tolerably good for hogs. Subject to chill and 
fever. Society just tolerable. 

From the Trinity river to the Srazos river, the country is 
mostly prairie. Good timber is very scarce, water is also scarce, 
the land on the rivers and streams generally rood, the prairie and 
post oak land generally voor, all subject to chill and fever. 
Settlements thin. The land on the Brazos bottom is, I think, the 
most fertile land I have ever seen, with the exception of the Red 
river bottom. Those two streams furnish the best cotton lands by 
far, and as good corn land as I have ever seen in any country. The 
Brazos bottom is considered by most persons with whom I have talked 
on the subject, the best land for cotton in the state. The land is 
as good as one ourht to desire, but there is no good water except 
cistern water, and very few in this county have yet built cisterns. 
Of course the bottom is sickly, subject to chill and fever and other 
sickness. You can form an idea of the size of cotton stalks, when 
I inform you that it is planted here in rows seven and half feet 
apart and the stalks left in the drill a foot and a half to two 
‘feet apart, and the limbs lock across rows that width and it crows 
so tall that bolls are frequently as hich as a man can reach when 
sitting on a horse. This I know to he a fact, having rode amon 
some of the cotton fields and reached up as high as I could to reach 
the top bolls. But last. year was ar uncommonly zood crop year 
here, both for corn and cotton. It may not turn out so well again 
for several years. They ask various vrices here for land, For 
upland the price varies from one to five collars per acre. For ; 
pottom land in this county they ask from,five to fifteen dollars an 
acre, according to location and improvement. I have not bought 
land yet. I and my son John have rented 140 acres of Brazos bottom 
land, to make a crop together on it this year. We wish to look 
about some before we buy. This section is not convenient to any 
market. Houston is-the point to which the people here mostly take 
their cotton to sell, and that is about a hundred miles. Occasion- 
ally a boat runs uo the Brazos, and some of the planters send their 
cotton down the river, 
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You requested me to give you my opinion about Texas, It is 
like other countries, it has some preat advantages and about equally 
rreat disadvantazes. It has some of the best land I have ever seen, 
but a very large proportion of.very poor land. ‘Some may tell you 
as they frequently told me, while I was in Tennessee, that the 
prairies here are as sood land as 21k river bottom, There is not a 
‘syllable of truth in this assertion, All the prairie land that I 
have seen in Texas, with few exceptions is noor. 

It is covered with broom sedge, you may know hy that circum- 
stance it is poor, It affords rood nasturage for immense nerds of 
cattle during the greater part of the vear, They can winter on it, 
but I assure you they ret poor before winter runs out, I see as 
poor cattle here now as I ever saw in Tennessee, and a great many 
die of poverty. You did not tell me that you had anv idea of mov- 
ing to Texas. If you have, I would say, fixed as you_are, you can 
enjoy the wanine of life better there than here. If I were hack on 
Kellev's Creek, I would not stay there, but if I had your situation 
I think I would remain there. The south west part of Lincoln has 
a rreat mary vastly mean men, who hate honorable men, because they 
will not associate with them. It affords me pleasure to say the 
people here are very frierdly, and seem desirous for emicrants to 
settle un the country. They ‘mow human nature better than any 
people I ever saw. - Write to me and direct to Caldwell, Burleson 
County, Texas, Ask Betty and Wallace if they got a letter from me 
enclosing two dollars for the Observer, and inform me what they say 
when you write.

From The Heroes of San Jacinto

Born in Fayetteville, Tennessee, April 21, 1808; emigrated to Texas 
in February, 1829; served in Captain William J.E. Heard's company 
from February 20 to May 30, 1836. (Comptroller's Military Service 
Record No. 661.) Mr. Kelso was married twice. He was married the 
second time March 20, 1840, to Louise Jane Barton at Gonzales. His 
wife was born in Missouri, October 15, 1821, To them were born the 
following children: William, Henry, Barton, Margaret, Sarah, Mary 
_and Martha Ann, The widow of Barton was living at 807 Blanco street, 
Austin, Texas, in 1931, and his daughter, Mrs. Martha Ann Winn, 
was living at Pleasanton, Texas. Mrs. Kelso died May 5, 1898, and 
Mr, Kelso on May 12 of that year. They are buried in Brite cemetery 
in Atascosa county. 
The following letter was written in the camp of the Texas army 


nine days after. the Battle of San Jacinto by Mr. Kelso to his 
brother-in-law, John H. Martin, at Fayetteville, Tennessee. The 
original, in 1931, was in the possession of W.S. Miller, clerk of 
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the district court of Colorado county, it peing.a file paper in 
Suit No. 2714 of R.J. Jeffrieys et al. v. George W. Smith et al., 
in which the title to the Alfred Kelso league of land, situated in 
this county, was involved. It was filed June 10, 1875, as appears 
from the indorsement thereon, by Charles Riely, then clerk of the 
District court: 

State of Coahula and Texas Department, April 30, 1836 - 

Dear Brother - A favorable opportunity presents itself at present 
to let you know that I am well. Your sister, Martha, was well some 
six or eight ‘days since I heard from her. Martha “is at the Sulphur 
Springs at this time, on the River Trinity. We live on the River 
Colorado when we are at home. I have been in the army ever since the 
latter part of the winter. The citizens marched from Colorado to 
Gonzales, the place of rendevous, on the River Guadalupe. The army 
retreated from Guadalupe to Colorado. 

The families remained on the Colorado until the army retreated from 
Colorado to the River Brazos. Your sister, with a freat many other 
families, was on the river fourteen miles below our army. The river 
only divided the Mexican army and the army of the Americans, ‘The 
army took -p the line of march before the families got the news, The 
families were liable to be cut off. by the eneny and were compelled 
to leave everything behind and set off as speedily as possible. 

We retreated from the River Brazos to San Jacinto, there we fought 
the great battle. The proposition made by our officers was that 
every man that wished to stay at the camps could do so - that they 
wanted no men to go into the battle that could not stand up to the 
point of the bayonet. Out of our army there were 667 men that turned 
out against 1,400 Mexicans. They had strong breastworks. We were 
marched up right in front of their breastworks, their cannoning 
playing on us, We marched in forty yards of their breastworks before 
we were allowed to fire our cannons, 

Our cannoning soon knocked their breastworks to pieces, and we 
were ordered to charge. We charged, and they broke immediately. They 
overshot us with their muskets, both. We killed five or six hundred. 
of the enemy; took 500 prisoners. Our losses were five killed and 
eighteen wounded; three of the wounded have died since the battle. 

We took every officer that belonged to the Mexican army ~ even Santa 
Anna himself was taken a prisoner, The Americans have made a treaty 
with Santa Anna, There is one more Mexican army in Texas. Santa 
Ayna sent for the General to come into our camp. He is in camp at 
this time. Santa Anna sent an express by our men to Larbadee for 
them to march west for the Rio Grande. 

The articles .of the treaty are: Santa Anna is to have all his 
troops marched west of the Rio Grande, That is to be the line. 

He is to pay two millions of dollars for damage and is to be kept 
a prisoner until the money is paid and the treaty is ratified by the 
Mexican Government. 

Our battle was fought on the 2lst of April, 1836. 

John, it is not worth while to write you about the beauty of our 
country and the richness of the soil, for you have heard them both 
spoken of so often and never heard the beauty nor the soil more spok- 
en of than it naturally is. 

Land will be very valuable in Texas in a short time, I have 
6,000 acres of land in Texas. 

Jonn, I must say to you that Ophelia died on 23rd of August 
last. We have had’ one son since we came to Texas and called his name 
Martin Henry, and he is dead, also. 
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You must write to me. Direct your letters to Columbus, Texas. 
We live sixty miles above Matagorda, on.Colorado,. 

Nothing more at present, more than if you see any of my people, 
give them my compliments, and also receive them to yourself.
